Community Leader Brings Love for Arts, Community Service to Museum’s Mission 


CLEVELAND (Aug. 28, 2003) — The Cleveland Museum of Art Director Katharine Lee Reid announced today 
the appointment of Virginia Nord Barbato to the Museum’s board of trustees. 

Reid also announced the appointment of two additional trustees, Sarah S. (Sally) Cutler and Barbara S. 
Robinson. 

Barbato, who earned a bachelor’s degree in history from Case Western Reserve University, is president of 
the Nord Family Foundation board of trustees. The Nord Family Foundation, located in Amherst, Ohio, is a 
successor to the charitable trust originally established by Walter G. Nord in 1952. The predecessor organization 
contributed more than $12 million to a variety of charitable causes between 1953 and 1988, primarily in Lorain 
County, Ohio. The Nord Family Foundation has contributed more than $51 million to nonprofit organizations in 
northern Ohio and selected geographic areas of family interest. The Foundation’s grantmaking focus continues in 
the arts, health and social services and civic affairs. 

“This institution 
lends itself completely to the support of regional educational, cultural and family-centered interests and offers 
everyone access to a forum of creativity rarely found in and among communities.” 

In addition to her leadership of the Nord Family Foundation, 
she has served on committees and panels of the Council on Foundations and the Ohio Grantmakers Forum. She 
currently serves on the boards of the Cleveland Opera and Vocational Guidance Services. She is also a member of 
the Visiting Committees of the Mandel School of Social Work and the College of Arts and Sciences of Case 
Western Reserve University. 

Museum Director Katharine Lee Reid said of Barbato’s appointment, “I am delighted to have on our board 
anew member who is fully invested in the future growth and viability of this community and the people who live 
here. Virginia Barbato is such a member. The fact that she is a tremendous supporter of the arts and our Museum

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Barbato, who previously served as treasurer of the Museum’s Womens Council, is also a member of the 
Museum’s Painting and Drawing Society. She also serves as a member of the Board’s Education Committee.
